Tribe stops Cedar Valley in Dallas, 
to play conference opener Saturday

The Apache baseball team 
opens its home schedule Saturday 
March 11 at Mike Carter Field 
against Angelina College. 

The Tribe set the ’78 Texas 
Eastern Conference baseball race 
in full swing with a 9-7 win over 
Cedar Valley Junior College in 
Dallas.

With two gone, catcher'Tim 
Shillings and first baseman Joe 
Highnote reached on consecutive 
errors driving in a run. 

Shortstop Stacey Bryce then 
singled in the second and final 
run of the inning. 

In the bottom of the fourth a 
Cedar Valley rally was put to rest 


as third baseman Johnny Villa¬ 
nueva robbed Cedar Valley’s 
Tony Dorsey of extra bases on a 
diving stab on the bag at third. 

In the TJC fifth, second base- 
man Mark Schmidt led things off 
with a single and scored on 
designated hitter Greg Dallas’ 
triple to deep center. Toussaint 
then singled to drive in Dallas. 
Right fielder Tim Rudolph follow¬ 
ed with a single and was thrown 
out trying to steal to end the 
inning.
